On Gladiolus Colvillei 


To the Editor: 
AGREE with Mr. Buch’s article in the 


November FLower Grower on Gladiolus 
colvillei, as far as the parentage, G. tristis 
var. concolor X G. cardinalis. But, he calls 
them both fragrant. The first is, the 
is not, and the two surviving progeny of the 
colvillei Red and G. The 
Bride are not fragrant either. Many hybrids 
of the original colvillei, or similar strains, 
and the nanus baby glads, often sold as col- 
villei hybrids, have the hawthorn scent de- 
rived from G. blandus and its relatives. 

In his last sentence Mr. Buch infers that 
G. cardinalis is one of the original parents of 
garden glads. This is an ancient error dating 
back to the controversy about the parentage 
of the original hybrid garden glad G. ganda- 
vensis. Herein is the crux of the whole con- 
troversial matter of scent in glads.

Here, too, we have pestiferous self-sown 
petunias, godetias, all the viola tribe and 
such. Woe betide him or her who puts out a 
border of montbretia, watsonia, ixia, muscari 
and what not. Don’t set out hydrangeas here 
less than ten feet apart. Geraniums, pelar- 
goniums and fuchsias will become a jungle 
if not lopped off occasionally. Really! There’s 
a fuchsia hedge in the neighborhood taller 
than two men’s heads, even one man on top 
of another.—M. S. Brainarp (Ore.)

One 
glorious pale violet clematis was draped 
majestically over pillar and post, and 
along the neat beds, hidden here and 
there beneath shrubs or standing out in 
spots of brilliance, were plantings of 
primula and other spring perennials. 
Near the house, in an area 
marked private, the rhodo- 
dendron held a blanket dis- 
play of colors, and around 
the lily pool, azaleas, already 
fading and dropping their 
blossoms into the dark water, 
still managed to convey the 
beauty that had been theirs a 
week or two weeks before.

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HE never-ending question that comes to 

growers of saintpaulias or African violets, 

is, “Where can I get the yellow flowered 
variety?” The only answer is that there is 
no such variety in existence. It’s true rumors 
still persist that a yellow variety has been 
seen. One friend reports to another about 
hearing of a plant, which was seen in a 
store window in some distant town. But 
never has anyone brought the plant back 
alive so that an authority could identify it 
positively as a saintpaulia. So, to save yout 
time, as well as the time and patience of 
growers, cease writing them letters. They 
do not have a yellow-flowered African violet 
now, nor are they ever going to have one 
some time in the future. 


ITH many home gardeners who grow 

sweet corn, it’s either a feast or a famine. 
There are ways to overcome this situation. 
One is to plant several varieties of corn at 
the same time, selecting varieties which ma- 
ture at different times, beginning with an 
early one that is ready to pick in not more 
than 70 days from sowing time, and winding 
up with a 90-day variety. A second plan is 
to make plantings every two 
weeks, until July 1, of a standard variety like 
Golden Cross Bantam. 

A third plan, gaining in popularity now, 
particularly with amateurs who do not have 
large gardens, is to sow a sweet corn blend 
prepared and sold by seedsmen. One such 
blend is called Golden Basi- 
cally, a blend consists of one-third earlies, 
one-third mid-seasons and one-third lates 
mixed together... These blends may be of 
6-row or 12-row varieties. Thus, from a 
single sowing, one gets a minimum harvest

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season of 10 days—usually much longer. All 
of the corn will be of high quality. 


D° you find it difficult to space vegetable 
seeds evenly in the row? Do your beets 
come up in clumps requiring hand-thinning, 
which is slow, hard work? Then, pelleted 
seeds are for you, because they’re the size 
of BB shot and just as smooth and round. 
Seeds that are pelleted, further, are coated 
with fungicides, insecticides and plant food, 
so that even early-sown seeds have high 
germination and grow well from the start. 
At least two seedsmen now offer pelleted 
seeds in as many as 18 varieties of vegetables 
and a dozen or so flowers. This system of 
treating seeds had its beginning in the sugar 
beet industry where pelleted seed 
time and money. By segmenting the seed 
clusters to separate out the individual seeds, 
and then coating them to make _ them 
smooth, growers used less seed, got better 
germination, saved thinning, and found the 
seed easier to sow by machine. 


Saves 


Home gar- 
deners will find pelleted seeds well worth 
testing this year, particularly tomato seed, 
which may be sown directly in the garden 
two to three weeks before time to set plants. 
It’s said that these plants will fruit as early 
as set out plants. Think of the saving, 
too!

BULBS FOR THE HOME GARDEN, 
by John C. Wister. Illus. 270 pages. Ox- 
ford University Press, N.Y .C. $5.00. 


This is a new, revised edition of the 


author’s standard work, “Bulbs for 
American Gardens,” first published in 
1930. 


An authority on many phases of gar- 
dening, Mr. Wister has long been famous 
in the horticultural world for his know}- 
edge of and love for bulbs, daffodils 
being a special interest. In this book, 
however, no bulbous plant is neglected 
if it is suitable for garden purposes, not 
even the charming little fellows which 
seldom get more than a hasty paragraph 
or two devoted to them. Mr. Wister gives 
not only descriptions and variety names, 
but full information on culture and where 
to plant each to the best advantage. 

The section on daffodils is most out- 
standing, and in Appendix A, at the back 
of the book, there is a formidable assem- 
blage of information on varieties, breed- 
ers, etc. The section devoted to tulips, 
with its accompanying Appendix B, is 
hardly less exhaustive than that on Daf- 
fodils. There are separate chapters de- 
voted to lilies, gladiolus, and to hardy, 
half-hardy and tender bulbs. 


FAIRCHILD TROPICAL GARDEN, by 
Lucita H. Wait. Illus. 381 pages. The 
Ronald Press Co., N.Y.C. $3.00. 


This book is a record of the first ten 
years in the development of the famous 
Fairchild Tropical Garden in Florida, 
written by a charter member of the gar- 
den association and an associate editor of 
its organ, The Bulletin. 

Beginning with the inception of the 
project, Mrs. Wait tells of Colonel Rob- 
ert H. Montgomery’s idea of starting a 
tropical botanical garden in honor of 
David Fairchild where the innumerable 
plants which he has collected through a 
long life could be grown and tested for 
the benefit of the American people. The 
result was the Fairchild Tropical Gar- 
den in Dade County, Florida, created 
through the active interest of less than a 
hundred nature lovers. Today there are 
850 members in the association. 

The early plantings are described and 
then the buildings. These now consist of 
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a library, a gate lodge and a garden 
house, with an administration building 
still a dream for the future. The Garden 
Club of America Amphitheater and thie 
Liberty Hyde Bailey Palm Glade are 
other projects which have already been 
realized. 

An interesting feature of the Garden is 
its annual distribution of plants and 
seeds to its members. The list of trees, 
shrubs, palms, succulents and vines al- 
ready distributed is most impressive. 


TUBEROUS BEGONIAS, by Worth 
Brown. Illus. 128 pages. M. Barrows & 
Co., N.Y.C. $2.75. 


This book is subtitled “A Complete 
Guide for Amateur and Specialist” and 
was written by one of the members of 
the firm which is the largest commercial 
producer of tuberous begonias in the 
world—a young man, just back from war 
service in the South Pacific and happy 
to be again among his flowers. 

The book covers the discovery and de- 
velopment of the species, descriptions of 
17 types of this mockingbird of flowers, 
methods of propagation, pot culture,

KANSAS WILD FLOWERS, by Willian 
Chase Stevens. Illus. 463 pages. Uni- 
versity of Kansas Press, Lawrence 
Kans. $7.50. 


\ thick, informative book by the pro- 
fessor emeritus of botany at the Univer- 
city of Kansas, “Kansas Wild Flowers” 
contains descriptions of 500 species, 
illustrated with more than 750 photo- 
graphs and some drawings. 

It seems a shame that, with such a 
wealth of material to draw from, this 
book could not have had the fine prewar 
format and glorious color illustrations 
of Homer House’s “Wild Flowers of New 
York.” But even in its prosaic dress, 
which suggests a text book, it is a fas- 
cinating volume. 

The photographic illustrations are of 
great interest and deserve better repro- 
duction, though if they had appeared as 
full-page plates only a fraction of the 
existing number could have appeared. 

An excellent glossary and cross-index 
complete the work, the jacket and 
frontispiece of which show a painting 
by Charles A. Morton of the Kansas State 
flower—the wild native sunflower. 


GARDEN FLOWERS, Illustrated from 
Plates by Jane Loudon, by Robert 
Gathorne-Hardy. 25 pages. B. T. Bats- 
ford, Ltd., N.Y.C. $2.00. 


This lovely book features the work of 
an artist of the 19th century, Jane Webb 
Loudon, whose flower paintings appeared 
as colored lithographs in the early 1800s 
in garden books which she herself wrote. 

Together with the 16 color plates, 
which have vitality and freedom despite 
their formality, Robert Gathorne-Hardy 
gives us a brief history of floral paint- 
ing, with emphasis on the 19th century 
women artists and upon Mrs. Loudon 
and her work in particular. He tells us 
the native habitats of the species she 
painted and the dates of their introduc- 
tion into England. He also mentions the 
errors in her books from which these 
plates have been gleaned, “Flower Gar- 
den of Annuals” and “Perennials and 
Bulbous Plants.” 

Here we thus have the best of her work 
as an artist combined with the comments 
of an authority on both flowers and art

Fortunately, the vagrant scents among 
the garden gladiolus varieties are almost 
varied as the fragrances of their 
strongly sweet, wild South African Afri- 
kander relatives, and these either com- 
bined with the of the wild 
species, or with each other, give promise 
of more dependable fragrance than the 
first pioneer sweet-scented glads that 
have been introduced. Of course. begin- 
ning with the delicate little wild gladiolus 
species, as I did, it takes years of pains- 
taking work to develop hybrids accept- 
able to gardeners accustomed to the giant 
size of Picarpy. Meanwhile the little 
sweet-scented pioneers of a new race of 
glads will appeal to those who put dainty 
grace ahead of mere size.

An 
extensive list of smaller 
shrubs offers many subjects 
of equal merit for a wide 
variety of locations—some for 
the same general uses when 
little space is available, and 
others for rather specialized 
situations. 

One of the most delightful 
small shrubs lilac daphne, 
Daphne genkwa, which has shoots of the 
previous year completely lined with clus- 
tubular lilac-shaped and _lilac- 
colored flowers in early and mid-spring 
Separately these blooms are small—not 
quite half an inch long and about the 
same across the spreading lobes of the 
corolla—but so profusely produced that 
the effect is spectacular. 

The flowers precede the new leaves, 
and the clusters of lilac 
spaced from about one-quarter to one 
inch apart over all the shrub’s frame- 
work except the old growth. The pic- 
delicate and so unusual, 
seeming a little unreal even when one 
has admired it many times, that one 
could almost imagine the little shrub had 
been created from a design on an old 
Chinese porcelain. 

Lilac daphne attracted the attention 
of the famous botanically-minded travel- 
ler, Dr. Siebold, in the southern Japanese 
islands, but it is now known to be truly 
native in China and Korea. Philip von 
Siebold, a Bavarian doctor, went to 
Japan in 1823 as physician with the 
Dutch East India Company, and made 
extensive studies of Japanese plants, a 
good number of which he introduced to 
European gardens through the nursery 
he founded at Leyden years later. 

Siebold learned that one common name 
of this Daphne found in Japanese gar- 
dens was “Genk-wa.” and this he used 
as the specific name in his Latin descrip- 
tion of the species, published in the 
impressive Flora Japonica which he pre- 
pared with the assistance of the German 
botanist Zuccarini.

growth are meager. 

The most reliable authorities hold {or 
generous proportions of peatmoss or leaf. 
mold in soil prepared for daphnes, and 
this advice seems most valuable. While 
the cherished garland-flower (Dapline 
cneorum) makes dense evergreen cu-}i- 
ions of growth in such a mixture, 
the addition of crushed limestone or lime 
chips, it is usually felt that lilac dapline 
should have no lime. However, plenty 
of sand or small gravel to insure good 
drainage in the mixture of loam and 
humus is important. Good drainave 
does not mean dryness, however, as rock 
gardeners know full well. Best results 
are obtained when the supply of moisture 
is ample, but moving through the soil 
and never stagnant. 

Under favorable growing conditions, 
lilac daphne performs as a sturdy and 
enduring plant, but in heavy or poorly- 
drained soil it is beset with many trou- 
bles and usually comes to an untimely 
end. Temperatures below zero for any 
length of time usually cause damage 
particularly if the past year’s growth 
has not ripened well. In gardens where 
the cold is more extreme, it is wise to 
try a few plants experimentally in dif- 
ferent situations and exposures. 

For such a choice subject a carefully 
selected setting is most important. As 
the rare beauty of the shrub rests en- 
tirely in its flowers (though its appeai 
ance the remaining portion of the year 
is neat and attractive in every way), the 
location should be chosen to make the 
most of the floral picture. 

The shrub is not appropriate for foun- 
dation plantings as usually envisoned, 
ner for the mass plantings of rather 
coarse and vigorous types so valuable 
for boundary and enclosure groups. 
Rather is this a subject for the most 
refined and cherished part of the garden, 
and it is well adapted to use as a feature 
for the spring picture in both a small 
intimate formal garden or in a naturalis- 
tic one. 

Set against a large boulder or among 
rocks of moderate size, lilac daphnes 
make a dramatic accent at the back 
side of a rock garden, especially when 
seen across a carpet vf dwarf or low- 
growing evergreens. The analogy of its 


lilac bloom above an expanse of one 
of the low steely-blue junipers is espe- 
cially fine, and when Engelmann 
Doumet spruces make a background, t!i 
combination is most satisfying.

HE time honored adage, “There is 

nothing new under the sun,” re- 

ceived a severe jolt in 1948 as bet- 
ter known hybridizers and legions of 
gladiolus growers alike turned their 
best efforts toward the creation of a 
“superior spike.” To say that the qual- 
ity of blooms on show tables throughout 
the country were superior to those of 
former years would be indeed an un- 
derstatement. Those who have striven 
for quality in new introductions rather 
than quantity should be more than 
pleased with the year’s results for it is 
becoming increasingly obvious to the

exhibitor and commercial grower alike 
that only the best variety has a chance to 
compete whether it be in the exhibition 


hall, in florist window or on the roadside 


stand. 

To those who had the task of judging 
both the new and the old at numerous 
shows during the summer months, a word 
of commendation is due. Seedling 
blooms were subjected to the most crit- 
ical eye and_on many occasions I have 
seen beautiful spikes rudely pushed 
aside because in the opinion of the judges 
they were not markedly superior to ex- 
isting similar varieties,

couraging. Better color, better growing 
habits, better floret placement and petal 
texture are “musts” in the new gladiolus 
of today and tomorrow. It is with this 
same critical unbiased eye that I shall 
attempt to evaluate fairly what I have 
seen in the fields and at various shows, 
including the International Exhibition at 
Binghamton, New York. 

The assignment has not been an easy 
one, for, to grow or view all the seedlings 
and recent introductions available for 
planting, is beyond the ability of one 
individual. I have. however. had the 
pleasant experience of receiving numer- 
ous letters and field notes from others in- 
terested in the gladiolus, and, hence, any 
omission of what in 1949 or 1950 may

prove a “winner” is far from being in- 
tentional.

An English carmine red ruffled seed- 
ling, SAGINAW (Maier E-3-7), caught the 
fancy of exhibitors, public and judges 
alike, at Detroit this summer and gained 
Grand Champion and Champion Seedling 
honors. A clear deep red self, petals are 
of heavy texture and beautifully ruffled. I 
have seen spikes 50 to 55 inches tall in 
the field, each carrying 21 buds with ten 
to 12 florets open. 

Corpova (Palmer seedling 40351) 
gives every indication of being an excel- 
lent pink. Florets are large, and the spike, 
which with three florets open will often- 
times have eleven showing color, opens 
very well in water. 

Fire GLEAM (Jack’s seedling 40087) 
is a beautiful, large, slightly ruffled scar- 
let with a wide cream line on the lower 
petal. Reports from the Fortnam gardens 
state that every one has proven a show 
spike. 

CoMPLEXION (Bastian 12) will make a 
good addition to the pink class. A ruffled 
shell pink, with large florets, this gladi- 
olus should prove interesting to exhibi- 
tors. P 

A yellow seedling which I have 
watched with much interest in my field 
for three CyntHiaA (Graff). 
Notwithstanding the fact that the yellow 
class is well filled and will be further 
enlarged, judging by the excellent seed- 
lings I have seen at most shows, CYNTHIA, 
in my opinion, is a welcome addition and 
has exceptional commercial possibilities. 
A strong grower and reproducer, the 
texture of its florets will permit rough 
handling in shipment. Blooms are nicely 
placed on a stiff stem and seem to dis- 
regard completely both temperature and 
disease. It belongs in the 410 class. 

Another seedling which will make its 
debut, in 1949 is Gwen (Moses). With 
florets of light rose color shading to 
darker rose on the outer petals and well 
placed on a straight stem, the spike at- 
tracts attention wherever shown.

Canada has been far from inactive in 
careful hybridizing as evidenced by an 
outstanding seedling BARBARA ANN Scort 
(Sisson). Well tested for over six years, 
it consistently produces 16 to 18 bud 
spikes on straight stems, The 5-inch 
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Florence Nightingale is purest 


white and beautifully ruffled. class, 


ruffed florets are cream with a greenish 
flush, the lower petal having a rose mid- 
rib, and the throat a coloring range from 
deep cream to a buff. It appears to be a 
formal gladiolus that will be accepted by 
exhibitor and commercial grower alike. 

Harowp K (Knight) will be introduced 
in the spring of 1949, Of excellent par- 
entage, WHitE Go_tp X Myrna seedling 
<x Giant, this mammoth deep scarlet 
should prove an excellent addition for 
the exhibitor in the 536 class. The spikes 
are of perfect proportions and carry 20 
to 22 buds, six to seven open florets with 


eight. and sometimes more, showing 
color. Attachment and placement are 


good, the florets finely ruffed and, under 
extremely trying temperatures last sum- 
mer, spikes of Harotp K showed no 
tendency to wilt. It gained grand cham- 
pion, single spike and best three spike 
honors at the Ames, lowa, show, in addi- 
tion to winning four AA ratings by judges 
at the N.A.G.C. Trial Gardens of 1947. 

Although I have not grown it, W. H. 
Hosmer (Hatch) has already been loudly 
acclaimed. A rosy lavender in the 400 
class, it opens up to twelve blooms. An 
ideal grower, reports from several sources 
confirm my opinion that it will prove a 
real contribution to the class. In addi- 
tion to its unique coloring, its strong 
points are good placement of florets and 
good attachment. 

Last but certainly not least in the 
parade of seedlings is CLARENCE D. Fort- 
NAM (Kadel). Voted by 15 of the 19 
judges at Binghamton as “most beauti- 
ful” spike in the show, it won its right 
to the name it bears. Having voted with-

out prejudice then, I freely cast a like 
ballot at this point in the parade for an- 
other outstanding Kadel gladiolus. A 
delicate blush pink, with yellow overcast, 
its depth of color and highly ruffled flo- 
rets cause it to stand out among other 
varieties. In addition to the honors gained 
at Binghamton, it also won the American 
Home Achievement Medal at both the 
Keystone and the Maryland Shows. Clar- 
ence Fortnam, whose untimely passing in 
1948 saddened hundreds who shared his 
“hobby.” showed high interest in growing 
this seedling in 1947 as a result of which 
expressed interest the name was graci- 
ously granted by Mrs. Fortnam. 

The parade of seedlings should not 
pass without a salute to those origina- 
tions which time did not permit me to 
see nor the good fortune to grow. To 
quote from a recent Dutch grower’s cata- 
logue, “Everyone thinks his own geese 
swans.” Fanciers and the public generally 
will not fail to discard what in their 
minds are ugly ducklings. Those that 
remain in this parade of seedlings will be 
truly swans. 





And now to the recent introductions: 


White and Cream Varieties 


Sitver Wines and Leapine Lapy, vari- 
eties that have truly won their spurs, felt 
the effect of rugged competition in 1948 
as the result of the wider distribution of 
newer varieties. 

I have in mind as one of the principal 
competitors, FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. A

net the counoisseur and casual observer 
alike. At Binghamton, commercial dis- 
plays of this variety were a sight to be- 
hold. 

Another competitor which should fare 
well by comparison is Sprnprirt. When 
one considers that this gladiolus, in com- 
petition with thousands of specimen 
blooms at the Eastern International Show 
received the Grand Champion Ribbon, 
the N.A.G.C. Special Rosette, and South- 
eastern Michigan Gladiolus Trophy, it is 
easy to understand why it has become a 
“must” on every grower’s list. In 1947 it 
received the Grand Champion award at 
Boston. A white cream, deepening to yel- 
low in the throat, the average spike will 
show ten florets open. 

IMMACULATE, in my opinion, gained 
further ground this past season as an 
outstanding ruffled white, as did SaLuTA- 
TION, Wuire CuHristmMAs, and Lapy 
AnNeE. WHITE CHRISTMAS did extremely 
well for me, even though given no special 
care. 

Connie G deserves all of the rosettes 
that have been awarded it. Heavily ruffled, 
the distinctive formation and substance 
of its florets on a graceful stem place it 
first on my list of creams. If it has a fault, 
I haven’t found it. Its parentage is obvi- 
ous (ELIZABETH THE QUEEN and SNow 
Wuite) and, while resembling in beauty, 


ELIZABETH THE QUEEN, to my mind, it is 
a far more exciting gladiolus. 

SPARKS, an ivory with a large. scarlet- 
orange blotch in a_ yellowish throat, 
makes a striking display in any garden. 
It is an excellent grower, even from small 
bulbs, and from large bulbs will produce 
28-inch spikes with six or more florets 
open. 


Yellow Varieties 


PerpitA, introduced in 1948, attracted | 


much attention in my “patch” this past 
summer and at Michigan shows alone 
gained ten blue ribbons, four size cham- 
pionships, one section championship, and 
one grand championship. I have had as 
many as eight florets open and have seen 
in other’s fields, as many as ten open. 
DEBUTANTE in the 410 Class should be 
watched as it produces healthy strong 
spikes with attractive buff yellow florets. 
Gop Mepat, often referred to as a 
buff, is in my opinion a welcome addition 
to the yellow class.

How to Attract Winter Birds 


VERYONE knows that birds often 

come back to the same spot year after 

year to build their nests. We wonder 
how they are able to travel hundreds or 
even thousands of miles over land and 
sea to the warmer lands of the South 
and then return the following spring 
to the same little patch of northern wood- 
land or garden where they nested the 
year before. Yet we all know they do 
exactly that. 

It is not so well known, however, that 
birds are equally strong in their attach- 
ment for good places to spend the 
winter. But the fact is that many birds 
which nest far to the north of us, in 
Maine or Canada or Newfoundland, re- 
turn to our region each fall to spend the 
winter months. In relation to the more 
northern region from which they come, 
our section is “the south,” and if suf- 
ficient food is provided for them, here 
they elect to spend the winter. If not 
enough food is available, they are likely 
to continue farther southward. 

Bird banders licensed by the Fish and

At her quarter-acre garden in north- 

ern New Jersey, only a few miles 

from New York City, Mrs. Carnes 

has attracted 147 different species of 
birds! 


Wildlife Service have proven these facts 
over and over again. A small numbered 
aluminum band is placed on the bird’s 
leg, the date and species and other neces- 
sary data carefully recorded and the bird 
is released. Frequently he stays days or 
weeks or months in the same area and is 
recaptured and his band number _ re- 
corded each time in the bird bander’s 
journal. This is how we learn how long 
birds stay, when they leave and if they 
return the following year. 

It is a real thrill to welcome back after 
a year’s absence these little visitors from 
far away places. A number of our winter 
birds were banded here in 1944 and re- 
turned in 1945, 1946, 1947 and 1948. One 
little white throated sparrow, who is 
handicapped by having only one leg, re- 
turns regularly each year some time be- 
tween the dates of November 2 and 
November 15. We feel we are greeting 


an old friend when we see “Peg-leg” 
come back to spend the winter season 
in our garden. 

I'm often asked how to attract birds, 
what and how to feed them. Well) at- 
tracting birds is a simple, logical pro- 
cedure. Their needs are much the same 
as our own—food, shelter, safety. If 
we set out to provide these three things 
for birds in the property surrounding 
our homes, we will never lack for bird 
song and bird friends to keep us com- 
pany. 

Since food is of first importance, begin 
by scattering wild -bird seed on the 
ground in a place where you have seen 
a few birds gather. Once they form 
the habit of feeding there, the rest is 
easy. If this spot is too distant from 
your home, encourage the birds to come 
closer by scattering a little fresh bird 
seed each day in places nearer and nearer 
te your dwelling. Once birds discover 
a permanent source of food supply. 
they will come regularly to it and bring

How NOT to Have... 


Insects On House Plants - 


OONER or later, every indoor gar- 
dener finds that his collection of 
house plants has a rollicking crop of 

insect pests of one kind or another which, 
seemingly, has moved in overnight. Of 
course, the insects don’t just appear— 
they have to get into the house by some 
means. 

“Where do they come from?” queries 
the house plant enthusiast, almost as 
often as he asks, “How can I get rid of 
them?” 

The most common way for them to get 
into the house is via new plants or 
cuttings. The friend who in afl kindness 
gives you a cutting of a favorite piant 
may, unintentionally, not be a_ friend 
after all. I have received cuttings that 
failed to reveal signs of insect pests even 
ifter the most careful examination. Yet, 
within three months. these same plants 
were covered with mealybugs in all 
stages of development. The same thing 
can happen with several other kinds of 
pests for the eggs and other early stages 
of some insects are not easily found. 
But, given time to develop, they will 
make themselves plainly visible. 

Some commercial propagators un- 
knowingly send out plants on which 
there are one or more kinds of insects. 
These propagators may use regular con- 
trol measures in their greenhouses in 
order to keep the insects down but these

do not eliminate the pests entirely. Once 
these controls are stopped—as when you 
buy the plant and bring it into your 
home—the insects begin to multiply. 

To be on the safe side, isolate any 
new plants or cuttings until you are sure 
they are free of bugs. You can’t go 
wrong in regarding every plant with 
suspicion, regardless of its source. 

The same thing can be said of plants 
that are moved in from the porch or 
garden where they have spent the 
summer months. Outdoors they are ex- 
posed to all kinds of insects and some of 
these may come into the house with 
them in fall. Careful inspection and 
even precautionary spraying or dipping 
of your plants as they are brought in 
may result in less trouble with bugs 
during the winter. 

If care is taken, other sources of in- 
sects may be eliminated. For instance, 
many may be brought indoors on dirty 
plant containers and plant stakes. Mealy- 
bugs are able to go into a semi-dormant 
state on pots or stakes and live until an- 
other plant is available for food. Mites 
and the eggs of other insects are carried 
over in this same manner. So you see how 
necessary it is to wash out containers 
and sterilize them with boiling water be- 
fore using them a second time. Burn old 
plant stakes rather than bother with 
cleaning them. 





White fly also has a wax-like coating and the adults are winged. 
Nicotine sulphate and Dreft, used as a dip, gives good control. 


Insects may come into the house on cut 
flowers, especially if these are from the 
garden. Aphis may fly in through open 
doorways in spring or fall which is the 
time they produce their winged stages 
most freely. 

Even though we know all this and do 
all we can to protect our plants from 
bugs, some will still show up from time 
to time. If you learn to recognize plant 
pests in the early stages and know just 
what to do to eliminate them then you 
will be able to save many of your 
favorite plants. 


Meatysuc. House plant insect enemy 
No. 1 is the mealybug. When mature it 
is about 14-inch long, oval in shape and 
covered with white waxy powder. Its 
body is also covered with numerous hair- 
like projections. Mature adults move 
about freely until ready to lay eggs. at 
which time they spin a cottony mass and 
deposit from 300 to 500 eggs. 

Mealybugs do not develop into a 
winged stage but they may spread from 
plant to plant by contact, or they may 
get on clean plants from dirty con- 
tainers or old plant stakes. When feed- 
ing on many plants they excrete a sticky 
substance called honeydew. If this mate- 
rial is not washed off, it becomes a 
medium for the growth of a black-sooty 
fungus that further detracts from the

dust, spray or dip gives the best control. 


plant’s appearance. Honeydew also at- 
tracts small ants and, in turn, the ants 
furnish the mealybug with transporta- 
tion to other plants. This relationship 
between ants and plant insects is very 
common, especially in the garden. 

Any control measure that prevents the 
bugs from reaching the mature 
laying stage is helpful. Regular washing 
with a jet of water is useful for removing 
the older insects and masses. In- 
fested plants should be isolated as soon 
as discovered. Sprays or dips of contact 
insecticides are valuable. 

One of the better contact insecticides 
for mealybug is Volck, a miscible oil 
spray. One tablespoon of Volck in a 
gallon of warm water makes the right 
proportions for a spray. Better still, make 
enough of the spray material so that 
plants to be treated can be inverted and 
dipped in the solution. Several treat- 
ments may be required to clean up a 
severe infestation of mealybug. Keep 
successive treatments at least three 
weeks apart to lessen danger of injury to 
plants. If you have trouble obtaining 
Volck, look for it in your seed catalogues. 
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ese

Turips are those tiny insects so 
troublesome on iris, gladiolus and other 
garden flowers. They are also trouble- 
some on many house plants. Thrips 
seldom measure more than 1/20 of an 
inch in length. They are slender and 
vary in color from green or white, 
in the young insects, to brown or black 
in the adults. 

The injury caused by thrips is so 
characteristic that their presence is 
easily recognized. They feed by scrap- 
ing the epidermis of the leaf and sucking 
the sap from bruised cells beneath. In- 
jured tissues turn gray or silvery colored 
and black specks of excrement are 
usually present around the affected area. 
Older leaves are generally affected most. 
With some plants the lower leaves first 
have the symptoms previously mentioned 
then the leaves begin to take on a dried 
or burned appearance. 

Thrips multiply much more rapidly at 
warmer temperatures, so when an_ in-

festation occurs it is well to move the 
plant to a cooler location until the insects 
are eliminated. DDT garden dust is an 
excellent control for thrips. After a 
week or ten days wash it off thoroughly. 
If some insects are still present, repeat 
the treatment. If you object to the dust 
on your plants, use a plant spray matc- 
rial containing DDT but use it as a dip 
for ease in application. Do not use* DDT 
sprays that are flics 
and mosquitoes. Many of them contain 
oils which are injurious to plants. Do not 
use DDT on kalanchoes or related plani: 
for it injures them severely. 


recommended for 


SCALE INSECTS are most troublesome 
on ferns and foliage plants. They ar 
tiny insects that work under the cover of 
a flattened scale that is usually gray. 
orange, brown, or black in color. They 
feed by inserting their mouth parts into 
the cells of the leaf or stem and sucking 
out the plant juices. The spot directly 
under one of these insects becomes brown 
or yellow and eventually the entire leaf 
becomes lighter in color. 

Fortunately, these insects are station- 
ary, except during the first few hours of 
their existence. Judicious pruning 1s 
helpful where the infestation is localized 
to a few leaves or stems. DDT used as 
a dip will kill most species of scale 
though several treatments may be neces- 
sary. If wettable DDT is used, two tea- 
spoons of 50 per cent wettable powder in 
a gallon of warm soapy water is very 
effective. 


Apuips. Although aphids are the com- 
monest of all house plant insects, they 
are by far the easiest to control. Aphids 
are small, usually green in color, and 
capable of multiplying rapidly. If left 
alone they will do much damage. Usually 
they are wingless, but under adverse 
conditions, such as in late fall, they pro- 
duce winged stages. Washing plants reg- 
ularly, or the use of any good contact 
insecticide will control them. DDT is not 
effective against aphids though some in- 
secticides containing other ingredients 


with DDT are effective.

T’S high time for gardeners, who still 
think of chrysanthemums as fall flow- 
ers, to become acquainted with the 

newer varieties which extend the season 
from as early as July until killing frosts. 
The early English chrysanthemums will 
bloom early enough so they will not be 
damaged by fall rains and wind. They 
bring to your garden the large exhibition 
type blooms associated with greenhouse 
culture. Cascade chrysanthemums and 
Korean hybrids are other kinds which 
ought to be grown more widely by gar- 
deners in this country. 

The early English chrysanthemum is 
a strain developed and improved in Eng- 
land during recent years and it is fast 
becoming popular with gardeners who 
like to develop a single bloom to a stem, 
and thus have the large exhibition type 
of flower. This same ’mum is also popular 
with those who wish to grow their plants

in sprays, with flowers of smaller size 
because they come in such a wide rang: 
of types and colors. The Canadian grow 
ers list this group as early garden chrys 
anthemums. Some of these begin to 
bloom as early as August and will con 
tinue until frost. 

A few of the many early English chry; 
anthemums which may be grown success 
fully as exhibition flowers are Alabaster, 
a white semi-incurved bloom 5 inches 
across, which flowers in August; Chal- 
lenger, bright bronze-red with extra large 
full bloom 6 inches across and flowering 
in August and September; Mr. E. Cros- 
ley, deep mahogany on the inside of 
broad petals, with a gold reverse. 7 inches 
across and of the exhibition incurved 
type, flowering in August and September; 
Zenith, a fine large exhibition variety, 
purple-maroon, one of the best; and 
Daily Express, terra-cotta chestnut large 
exhibition flowers, a real beauty. 

There is another member of the very 
large chrysanthemum family which be- 
gins to bloom at a time when your garden 
has that tired look, when your perennials 
are faded and your annuals are past their 
prime. If you do not know these hardy 
and very attractive, colorful flowers, you 
are missing something. They are the hy- 
brid Korean chrysanthemums, For sev- 
eral years I watched, with a great deal 
of interest and enthusiasm, the work of 
the late Alex Cumming, Jr., who gave us 
many new varieties of this hardy, rugged 
chrysanthemum. 

You will find that these range from the 
single or daisy-like varieties, such as 
Diana, a soft rose pink, mingled with 
salmon; Ceres, a combination of old gold 
and soft copper and the bronze autumn 
tones; Daphne, a lilac rose; the more 
recent creation, Summer-time, a brilliant 
yellow single which begins to bloom in 
July, and withstands the summer heat (it 
is ideal for any garden, as a spot of color, 
or as a border plant); to the larger and

Apricot cushion "mum, and the newer 
creation Bokhara, a rich soft, rosy crim- 
son and wine shade. Then there is Carni- 
val, a very attractive newcomer, best de- 
scribed as a gleaming red and golden 
bronze with double flowers 3% inches 
across. This has attractive dark green 
foliage. Mellow Glow is another out- 
standing new soft buff orange which now 
and then has a touch of pink. These 
flowers are often 3 inches across. 


KoOREANS ARE EASY. There are literally 
dozens of varieties and types of these 
hybrid Koreans. All are of easy cul- 
ture and a great addition to your gar- 
den. These chrysanthemums will do well 
in any good garden soil. However, be- 
longing to the chrysanthemum family, 
they should be treated like your other 
chrysanthemums. If possible, select a lo- 
cation where you have good drainage and 
full sun most of the day. 


SOIL REQUIREMENTS. Chrysanthemums 
will not do their best in wet soggy soil 


locations. The soil should be slightly 
acid. If possible a fibrous soil should be 


used. This type of soil may be obtained 
by working in humus, leaf-mold, or 
peatmoss to a depth of twelve inches, so 
that the fibrous roots can have a chance 
to go down deep into the soil. Before 
you start to spade your bed, add both 
potash and superphosphate at the rate of 
four or five pounds to 100 square feet of 
surface. Some growers use a liberal 
supply of bone-meal well in advance of 
planting. If you should use bonemeal 
remember that the food value is not as 
readily available as in some other fer- 
tilizers.

Uses or Koreans. 
chrysanthemums you get the best effect 


when you use mass planting. Color ar- 
rangements can be worked out to suit 


your own pleasure and taste. Landscape 
effects can be achieved by planting where 
you have shrubbery or evergreens in the 
background. In such places you should 
choose the hardiest varieties, such as 
Autumn Lights and North Star. Other 
varieties will do well along a wall, or on 
a sloping bank. or still others make a 
nice edging, or border, or low hedge. If 
your garden is a formal one a point of 
interest may be created by planting these 
in pots. 

Once you have tried these chrysanthe- 
mums, you will begin to plan ahead for 
your next year’s combinations with real 
enjoyment and interest. One combina- 
tion that we have is Major Edward 
Bowes, a commercial variety, in the back- 
ground, with Lavender Lady in the fore- 
ground. This gives two shades of laven- 
der, and in this climate they bloom at 
the same time. 

At the start it is best to select a fe 
varieties that you think you will like, in 
colors that suit your taste. Begin on a 
modest scale. With proper care these 
plants can be multiplied either by root 
division or by soft wood cuttings so that 
in a few years you will have ample root 
stock. 


How To ptant. In making plantings, I 
space my plants about 18 inches apart. 
When the plant is well established and 
has grown to a height of 8 to 10 inches, 
I pinch out the tip of the growing plant. 
This is called “stepping.” A second

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Reveals Plant Secrets

HE scientific research which led to the explosion of the 

first atomic bomb in the New Mexico desert led also to som: 

of the most important developments in agriculture a1 
horticulture in modern civilization. 

For one thing, it has provided plant scientists with a new 
means of studying the movements of nutrient solutions and 
other chemicals within plants. Also, it has suggested new meth- 
ods of using fertilizers which, if present investigations have 
the results expected, may considerably change some of ou! 
cultural practices in a few more years. The degree of advance- 
ment this atomic research may lead to is, in fact, almost any- 
one’s guess. 

Up until recently it was extremely difficult to determine 
just what happened after a fertilizer solution had entered the 
roots of a plant. Where did the particles of the solution go, 
how did they move, how long did it take? To be sure, there 
were methods of studying these problems, but they were ex- 
tremely laborious and in many cases were subject to con- 
siderable inaccuracy. 

Now it’s different—thanks to the discovery and utilization 
of radioactive materials. Radioactivity is a property of certain

chemical elements by which they “give off” particles that are 
almost infinitely small. In a sense, it’s something like a char- 
acteristic or quality of “shooting off” tiny, invisible sparks. 
The eye can’t see the “sparks,” neither can any microscope. 
But photographic film can; so can an electroscope, and so can 
the latest tool of the atomic scientist, the Geiger-Muller tube, 
which when. connected with an electronic counter is known 
as the “Geiger counter.” 

Take radioactive phosphorus for example. It looks like any 
other phosphorus, and when it is made into phosphate in 
fertilizer it looks like any other chemical fertilizer. By looking 
at it you couldn’t tell the radioactive phosphorus was in the 
fertilizer or what happened to it if you put the fertilizer to 
use. But the Geiger counter can spot that radioactive phos- 
phorus in the fertilizer. in the soil, in the plant. or wherever 
else it goes. ; 

Bring the Geiger counter near some radioactive phosphorus 
or any of a great many kinds of radioactive material. Im- 
mediately the numbered dials on the counter begin to add 
numbers. Every “spark,” or more correctly every particle of 
energy, is counted and registered on the counter. In actual 
practice, not every single particle of energy is counted, but 
enough of them are under conditions of normal work. 

Equipped with this instrument. a scientist who is familiar 
with its use can, therefore, measure the radioactivity of a 
given sample, say a plant. And if he knows what radioactive 
material is activating the counter, and how old the material is, 
he can obtain quite a lot of specific information. 

Suppose we now follow a sample experiment. We'll grow a 
plant in a big tub, say a hill of sweet corn. This is about 
what they did at the Connecticut Agricultural Experiment 
Station at New Haven. When the corn plant is pretty well 
along, about ready to sét ears. we pour into the tub a pitcher 
of water that contains a small amount of radioactive phos- 
phorus. It doesn’t take much. To the eye it’s just plain 
water, but the Geiger counter says it contains a radioactive 
material. A couple of minutes later it says the soil contains 
the radioactive material. Then with the Geiger counter we 
check the movement of the radioactive phosphorus up the 
stalks of the corn, into the leaves, into the ears that are forming, 
an’ into all parts of the plant.

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES 8S. JACK, (N. Y.) 


<BRUARY is often a month of heavy 

snow and near-zero weather. Occa- 

sionally, though, Old Man Winter de- 
cides to give us a “break” and sandwiches 
in a few mild, sunshiny days. Then right 
away we get the urge io be outdoors 
“doing things.” Pruning is just the job 
for days like these, and it can be done 
any time now that the weather and your 
inclination permit. In fact it’s best to 
start as soon as you can, because it goes 
without saying that March and April are 
“booked solid” with spring work. 

Spring flowering shrubs can be pruned 
now, or they can be pruned in the late 
spring—it’s simply a matter of whether 
you want them to bloom this year. If 
you “must have” bloom this season, all 
you can do now is remove the dead wood; 
then later, after the flowering season is 
past, the thinning or heavy pruning can 
be done. 

Forsythia, kolkwitzia, syringa, spiraea 
and many other flowering shrubs should 


Start Your Spring Pruning as 


be pruned every year if they are to retain 
a definite size and continue to bloom well. 


Liracs that have grown too large 
or too “leggy” can be severely cut back 
to within 3 feet of the ground. This 
causes the dormant eyes on the stump to 
break out into fine growth. Of course, 
this treatment now will cancel all bloom 
for this year, but the important thing 
is that the very early spring is the best 
time for such drastic pruning. 

‘Some lilacs are grafted to privet un- 
derstock for quicker growth. Occasion- 
ally this privet stock will send up suckers 
and if they are not removed the privet 
will eventually take over the whole plant. 
Use a grub axe to remove these suckers. 


HypRANGEA paniculata’ grandiflora 
(Peegee) is one shrub that should have 
last year’s growth pruned back before 
blooming time. Cut it back to within 
one or two eyes of the old wood, and 
encourage the young growth at the base 


F the weather doesn’t go too badly, we’re fairly sure of getting a few mild 


days in February; if not, then certainly in March. Whenever the first mild 


days come, they'll offer an excellent opportunity to get at the spring pruning. 


Early spring is generally the best time to prune any shrub, but remember that 


with spring bloomers the loss of bloom this year is proportionate to the severity 


of the pruning. 








Last year’s fruiting wood of raspberries 
and blackberries should be removed, also 
the weakest new canes if more than five 
or six remain after the old are removed. 





After removing all the old and weak canes, 
eut back raspberry canes to 4-5 feet and 
blackberry canes to 5-6 feet. Prune black- 
berry lateral growths back to 8-12 inches.

Bupp.eia is not a hardy flowering 
shrub in this section of the country. It 
must therefore be pruned back each year 
as far as it has been winter-killed, and 
that is sometimes to within a few inches 
of the ground. However, by summer it 
will again make an attractive plant that 
is ideal for background material in 
border plantings. Worthwhile varieties 
are White Bouquet, Royal Red and Pur- 
ple Prince. The time for putting in 
new plants of buddleia is later on in 
the spring. 





CURRANTS AND GOOSEBERRIES require 
some pruning each spring. 
not be allowed to 
crowded. 


They must 
become thick and 
Old wood must be cut back, 
and sucker growth from the base of the 
plant must also be removed. Strong 
young growth is encouraged when the 
plants are properly thinned. Both cur- 
rants and gooseberries bear their fruit 
on the previous year’s growth, but even 
so it can be pruned back. though not 
more than 1! to %. Cutting back this 
fruiting wood tends to make the shrubs 
bear fewer but larger berries. 





RASPBERRIES AND BLACKBERRIES must 
not be allowed to become overcrowded. 
for overcrowding promotes susceptibility 


to mosaic disease. There is no cure for 





mosaic, and so affected plants must be 
grubbed out and burned, and when new 
bushes are planted they must be placed 
in an entirely new part of the garden. 
Some varieties are less susceptible to 
mosaic than others. Indian Summer is 
one of these and I also recommend it 
as a good crop bearer for both summer 
and fall. 

In the early spring the previous year’s 
fruiting wood on both raspberries and 
blackberries should be removed. and if 
the new growth is too thick some of the 
weaker new canes may be removed. 

In everbearing types of raspberries 
the early summer fruit is borne on the 
canes that bore the fall fruit the previous 
year. These canes should be cut back 
somewhat, but do not remove them. The 
canes that bore fruit in the early sum- 
mer last year, however, should be re- 
moved. All raspberry canes should be 
cut back to 4 or 5 feet high, and black- 
berry canes to 5 or 6 feet. The black- 
berry lateral growths should be cut back 
to 8 to 12 inches from the main stem. 


FRUIT TREES require a certain amount 
of pruning every spring. All suckers 
must be removed, unless you think that 
the shape of the tree would be improved 
by allowing one or more to grow so as 
to fill in a blank spot. Sucker growth 
may start from the trunk of the tree or 
from the low branches. Remove them as

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A Trailer from the Tropics

N attractive house plant that may 

often be found, unnamed, in 5- and 
10-cent stores is the tropical vine Episcia 
fulgida. It may also be obtained from 
growers of foliage plants and exotics. 
Where unlabeled, it will be recognized 
as a colorful vine with soft, hairy, cop- 
pery leaves veined emerald green and 
with growth as indicated in the accom- 
panying picture. 

I myself obtained a plant unlabeled 
and without instructions as to its re- 
quirements, but after some effort I de- 
termined its identity and by trial and 
error learned of its needs. It dislikes 
direct sunlight, dry air or heavy soil, 
but it will thrive in a soil composed of 
peat, sand and leafmold in equal parts 
with a little rotted cow manure added. 
The soil must be kept moist at all times 
and to grow wel! it must be given a 
little more humidity than is available in

the average steam heated room. 
It has grown beautifully for me in a 
north window, where I have a bracket 


on which stands a galvanized pan 2 
inches deep containing water. Pots of 


this and other plants are stood on blocks 
of wood and the pan is kept nearly filled 
with water. The plants are thus sur- 
rounded by water, but their roots do not 
stand in it, and the needed extra hu- 
midity is thereby provided for them. 
Grown in a terrarium, the plant will not 
only grow more vigorously still, but it 
will even flower, the blooms being clear 
red and tubular. In a terrarium it will 
also root easily from cuttings. 

Without benefit of a terrarium, but 
given its modest soil and atmospheric 
needs, Episcia fulgida has proved to be 
one of our most attractive and interesting 
house plants, and one of our least ex- 
pensive.

"XHE most unusual thing about the 
Boston fern shown in the accompany- 


ing picture is, of course, its size. For 


23 years it had graced the window of the 
Worthington & Coffin Coal Company in 
Boise, Idaho, and the day the photograph 
was taken it became the possession of 
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the Boise Water Corporation. H. R. 
Vinson, general manager of the water 
corporation, is seen measuring the length 
of the fronds against his own height, 
while Mrs. Katherine R. Booth, office 
cashier, stands on a hassock to water it. 

For 23 years it intrigued passersby, 
displayed as it was in the 
company of hard and soft 
coal, lump, stove. nut and 
buckwheat, many of ‘whose 
pieces may have carried the 
impress of ancestral ferns 
that flourished in prehis- 
toric times. 

During all the years this 
fern occupied the coal com- 
pany’s window. Edwin Cof- 
fin cared for it with a gar- 
dener’s loving care.

it whenever he thought it necessary. When 
it was moved to its new quarters it took 
four husky men to move it in its huge 
iron tub.

An Attractive 
Trailing Epiphyte 
By RUTH P. MERRY, (Mass.) 


(OLUMNEA GLORIOSA is a Costa 
Rican vine with attractive velvety 
leaves and scarlet tubular flowers. Ii 
belongs to the same family as Africar 
violets, gloxinias and achimenes, though 
it looks and should be grown quite dif- 
ferently. 
The leaves are about 114 inches long 
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and are brownish on the upper side and 
red underneath, a color combination 
which makes them look almost maroon. 
With the sun shining through them, the 
effect is most delightful. The scarlet 
flowers are about 3 inches long, the lower 
part tubular, opening into a large upper 
and small lower lip. 

Grown as a hanging plant, columnea 
is most attractive, with perhaps a dozen 
or so trailing stems a yard or more 
long—the longest of ours are over 5 
feet—and as many or more shorter ones. 
The flowers, as shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration, appear at various points 
on the stems, and many may be seen 
at various stages of development at one 
time. They last nearly two weeks. 

Since this plant is epiphytic, fern root 
has been found an excellent medium in 
which to grow it. Our plant has been 
grown in a sunporch with windows on 
the southeast and southwest sides where 
the winter temperature ranges from 80° 
on a sunny day to 55° at night. The 
plant hangs in a corner where it receives 
maximum light without direct sunshine. 
The porch also contains ivies, begonias, 
geraniums, amaryllis, veltheimias and 
various other plants, all standing in 
trays, so that a humid atmosphere is 
maintained, which columnea_ needs. 

Our plant was started from six cut- 
tings in a 6-inch half-pot containing fern 
root, and it has not been repotted. It 
has been fed about once a month with 
commercial fertilizer and watered spar- 
ingly.

For Cheerfulness 
and Fragrance 


By FRED C. HUBBARD, (Va.) 


HE delightfully fragrant Exacum 

affine has cheerful little purplish blue, 
yellow-throated, flat-petaled flowers in 
branching clusters at the top of leafy 
stems. When well grown it is almost 
covered with bloom and reaches a height 
of about 2 feet. It can be easily raised 
from seed. 

We have sown it in February or March, 
in light, well-drained soil in a sunny 
window, with complete success. Any 
kind of container will serve the purpose, 
and a mixture of loam, peatmoss or leaf- 
mold, and sand—about one-third of each 
—has been found satisfactory. When 
the plants have developed four true 
leaves, they should be transplanted into 
214-inch pots, later into 3s and finally 
into 4s. At the time of each trans- 
planting, a quarter as much well-rotted 
manure as soil and a teaspoon of bone- 
meal should be added. The plants should 
not be in direct sun during the summer. 
Liquid manure or a liquid fertilizer 
should be applied from time to time 
when the plants start blooming. 

Indoors, Exacum affine will flower dur- 
ing winter and early spring. It can be 
propagated by cuttings placed in sand 
with moderate bottom heat. When frost 
danger is past it may be planted in the 
garden and brought inside again in the 
early fall. 

Exacum macranthum and E. zeylani- 
cum are two others well worth trying. 
These both have flowers that more or 
less resemble those of E. affine, though 
they are considerably larger, 14% to 2 
inches across. E. macranthum is a bi- 
ennial and E. zeylanicum an annual. 
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A Bright Cousin of 
the Pineapple 


By BESSIE R. BUXTON, (Mass.) 


BILLBERGIA PYRAMIDALIS, an at- 

tractive and interesting member of 
the pineapple family, comes to us fram 
Brazil. It is well known in Florida and 
California, and it should be better known 
in the North as a window garden plant, 
for its stiff, bright green leaves endure 
the adverse conditions of the average 
home very well. 

The leaves are 1 to 2 feet long, 2 to 
3 inches wide, with stiff, spiny edges. 
They grow in rosette form, and the vase- 
like center should be kept full of water. 
From this center rises the bud, bright 
red, which develops quickly into a club- 
shaped inflorescence, not quite as tall as 
the leaves, bearing about 30 florets. 
The three-parted calyx is red, overlaid 
with a white mealy covering. The cor- 
olla, also three-parted, is about 2 inches 
long, blue tipped, with recurving petals. 
The six stamens are white, bearing 
masses of golden pollen, and the tall 
white stigma has a round blue top. The 
effect is very showy and _ brilliant. 

The soil for billbergias should be 
light, containing sphagnum moss, fern 
fiber and leafmold, with a sprinkling of 
charcoal. They should be given little 
water during winter but liberal amounts 
in spring and summer. After the bloom 
has faded, young plants will appear 
from the base of the old plant, which 
gradually loses its beauty and dies. The 
young plants, when well grown, may be 
potted separately and grown on_ until 
they flower, or a larger pot may be used 
and the entire plant kept intact. 

Billbergia pyramidalis is obtainable 
from specialists in exotic plants in vari- 
ous parts of the country.

Arrangement in Mexico 


By DITA LOU DEAN, (Mexico City) 


EXICO was at her loveliest in the spring of 1519 

when Hernan Cortes and his men landed at Villa 

Rica, just north of Vera Cruz, and, as Bernal Diaz 
reported, the scene suggested that “this was the garden 
of the world.” From this “garden” friendly natives came 
forth to greet the strangers, carrying garlands of flowers 
which they draped around the necks of the horses and a 
wreath which they placed on the helmet of Cortes. These 
gifts are the first floral decorations of which we have 
record in America. 

Mexican -folklore is rich in stories as beautiful as her 
flowers. The flower god of the Indian was Xochipilli and 
the flower goddess was Xochiquetzal. The favorite dance 
of the Aztecs honored this goddess. A bower of roses was 
erected and a statue of Xochiquetzal was seated therein. 
Near this bower. imitation trees were placed, decorated 
with fragrant flowers. Young boys, dressed in feathered 
costumes to represent birds and butterflies, climbed among 
the branches as the dance proceeded. 

Today one of the favorite and most colorful fleral ar- 
rangements in Mexico is the xicalpextl (basket) of 
Tehuantepec, which is filled with flowers, fruits and tissue- 
paper flags. Banana leaves form a border for the hibiscus, 
tuberoses. carnations, frangipani, pineapple, granadas, 
mangoes and bananas. The vividly colored flags are added 
for a special fiesta. 

Four old types of garlands are still popular in Mexico. 
These combine cypress and flowers, the braided honey- 
suckle and flowers so typical of Michoacan, the intricately 
twisted pine garlands for use at Christmas, and the gar- 
lands of flowers strung necklace fashion. In Tehuantepec 
necklace garlands are made of tuberoses or frangipani and 
sold in the markets on Thursdays and Sundays. The 
vendor brings them to market in a xicalpextl and banana 
leaves, which are the “refrigerator of the poor,” keep them 
fresh. The purchaser places them around her neck, lei 
fashion, to take home, where they are draped around the 
image of a saint or carried to the cemetery to be placed 
on a grave. 

The Indians make spectacular floral pieces which are 
used for church and fiesta decoration, funeral and memor- 
ial pieces. The only difference between these pieces 
and those previous to the Conquest is the use of modern 
varities of flowers as well as the addition of Spanish let- 
tering. 

At important Mexican fiestas, very often the door will 
be framed with a decoration which is called a “portada.” 
A frame was first made and then covered with one 
thousand white gardenias then edged with green cypress. 
Red carnations to spell “Bien’ Venido” (Welcome) com- 
plete the decoration and the (Continued on page 161)

Garden Club Travelogue 


WANT to tell you about a little talk 

given here in Oklahoma City by Mrs. 

W. H. Wallace, Jr. Mrs. Wallace was in 
China last fall, and was fortunate enough to 
be in Shanghai during the great crysanthe- 
mum show. This annual exhibit is sponsored 
not by the city but by the Chinese nation. 
The thousands of blossoms are all grown in 
pots. The blooming plant looks like a great, 
fluffy pancake, with every perfect flower in 
exactly its proper place in ihe design. 
It takes two years to grow such an exhibi- 
tion plant. A great frame shaped like a 
flat umbrella, with concentric circles at regu- 
lar distances apart joining the ribs is spread 
over the young plant. A flower bud is at- 
tached to each joint, and every other bud 
removed from the plant. 

Three kinds of plants are exhibited in the 
Shanghai Show—the chrysanthemums trained 
as just described, those that hang 
like great vines (the so-called draped or 
plants), and having three 
entirely different varieties on one plant, in 
three levels, giving a cone-shaped or pagoda- 
like effect. All require careful training.

General Electric Research Laboratories, 
Schenectady, New York, say to use potassium 
nitrate (saltpeter). Bore j-inch holes four 
to five inches deep and five inches apart about 
the centre of the trunk. Fill with nitrate and 
then with water. Repeat after several weeks, 
so that nitrate penetrates roots. After sev- 
eral months build a fire on top of the stump. 
This will burn it to ashes, because the salt- 
peter supplies oxygen to burn the roots.—

their friends. Other birds flying over- 
head see what appears to be a very 
busy and popular restaurant and come 
down themselves to partake of a feast. 
Once you get birds accustomed to find- 
ing food in one place, it is a simple 
matter to entice them to feeders 
1earby, which are safer for birds be- 
cause raised up off the ground. Of 
course there are certain birds, such as 
and mourning which 
much prefer to feed on the ground, no 
matter how well-stocked the feeding trays 
high up in the air. Ground feeding 
unquestionably has its problems, for 
squirrels and other rodents are bound 
to come to and 
pletely take over the food supply you 
provide for the birds. I know there are 
lots of people who like to feed squirrels 
and consider them their pets. For peo- 
ple who can afford such luxury, this is 
all well and good. But for our birds 
alone we buy between 500 and 700 
pounds of fine quality bird seed each 
season, as well as many jars of peanut 
er, boxes of raisins, lots of suet, 
many fresh fruits and berries to 
attract certain of the rarer birds which 
feed upon such delicacies. 

For the past five years I have endeav- 
ored to attract every possible kind of 
wild bird to our little garden. We have

Jess than a quarter of an acre of ground, 
and it is planted with everything pos- 
sible to attract and shelter native song 
birds. Within the past five years, we 
147 different kinds of 
birds, and my banding records show that 
I have handled over 30.000 individuals. 

Like everyone else, I have struggled 
with the squirrel problem, and a number 
of solutions are in use in our garden. 
The most bird 
feeders on iron poles, which have metal 
guards just below the feeder itself. The 
metal guards may be a large. inverted 
cone, a discarded metal lampshade, a 
large metal cake tin, or even a large 
metal can of any kind provided it forms 
a funnel facing downward, over which 
neither squirrel nor cat can climb. It 
is important that no overhanging tree 
limbs are near your feeders, 
squirrels will go to almost any length in 
leaping from tree to feeder. 

A friend of mine, a man who great!y 
enjoyed his birds, cut down with real 
regret one which overhung his 
feeder. His for keeping t 
squirrels from climbing the pole itself 
was to face the under surface of the 
feeder with a 40-inch square of alumi- 
num. This worked beautifully until a 
heavy snowfall and piles of snow made 
it possible for the squirrels to jump from

The whole point behind any of these 
leas for preventing squirrels or cats 
climbing from the ground to the bird 
eder is that you must provide some 
smooth, slippery surface over which they 
cannot climb. Hanging feeders may 
usually be made squirrel proof by 
using the same idea, except that the 
slippery metal should be above the 
feeder and not below it. 

Fall or winter is the ideal time to 
start feeding birds. But never start 
unless you intend to continue or to 
have someone continue for you if you 
must suddenly stop or go away in mid- 
winter. If you do, and the birds are 
suddenly left without a steady food sup- 
ply in bitter winter weather, they will 
certainly starve to death. Birds must 
eat regularly in order to stay alive in 
icy weather, since food is the only fuel 
which can keep their little engines run- 
ning. Many birds, which will stay to 
spend the winter with you if encouraged 
to do so by a steady and unfailing food 
supply, would normally continue on their 
journey southward to still warmer cli- 
mates where ample food would be 
assured. Having enticed them to stop 
at your place, it is your duty to provide 
them with sufficient food. 

The more feeders we have, and the 
more bird food we put out, the more 
birds we are likely to attract. 

Most of our winter birds prefer wild 
bird seed to any other food, and bird 
seed is, therefore, the most widely useful 
and popular of ‘all foods for birds in 
winter. Just for fun sometime, pick up 
some small seed and look at it carefully. 
You will see that each seed is like a 
miniature nut complete with shell. In- 
side the hard outer coating is a sweet, 
white little “nutmeat.” This contains 
all three classes of food—carbohydrates, 
proteins and fats. 

There are certain birds, however, like 
downy woodpeckers and the friendly 
little chickadees and nuthatches, which 
also greatly enjoy suet. Wild berries and 
fruit put out along with bird seed also 
are very useful in attracting some of the 
soft-billed birds. Peanut butter should 
be thinned with cooking fat, for I have 
learned of a small bird that choked on 
peanut butter alone. Bread crumbseand 
other table scraps, bits of pastry, left- 
over cheese and meat are all considered 
treats by certain birds. 

Since birds have no teeth, it is also 
necessary that they have hard particles, 
such as earth, sand or bird gravel, to 
help them grind and digest their food.

Globe-Flowers 


By REBECCA TOLBERT BOBBITT, (N. Y.) 


ROLLIUS, members of the buttercup 

family and called globe-flowers, are 

some of the finest border plants in 
existence. They have attractive glossy 
foliage and the long stemmed yellow or 
orange blossoms make excellent cut 
flowers. A well grown group of trollius in 
full flower is a breath-taking sight. 

Trollius grow naturally in damp situa- 
tions but do well in average garden soil 
which is not too dry. In sections of the 
country where the summers are hot and 
dry they may be grown bordering a bog 
garden, near a pool or stream, or in par- 
tial shade. They like a rich, deep soil that 
contains plenty of moisture-holding hu- 
mus. The plants are perfectly hardy. 

Most species are slow to grow from 
seeds and it is better to start with plants. 
Clumps should be set in the garden as 
early in the season as the ground can be 
prepared if one wishes to enjoy the glori- 
ous golden buttercups with their waxy 
incurved petals and prominent stamens 
that same season. Otherwise they may 
be planted in the garden after their 
blooming period is over. But the later in 
the season they are transplanted, the 
more care and watering they will require 
to get established. 

There are four main species: Trollius 
caucasicus. T. europaeus, T. ledebouri 
and T. laxus. There are many named 
forms listed in American catalogues and 
presumably these are varieties or hybrids 
of these four species. Many of the latter 


are improvements and certainly have 
more prolonged blooming periods. A 


number of these hybrids will bloom again 
in late summer if the soil is kept moist. 

T. caucasicus is the old but rare Cau- 
casian globe-flower. It is from western 


i44 


Asia. It bears. in May, extra large ball- 
shaped flowers of bright yellow on two- 
to three-foot stems. 

T. europaeus is the giant European 
globe-flower. It is a stout, sturdy grower, 
making a large clump and bearing clear 
yellow. large, globular flowers on stems 
18 inches to two feet tall. Its variety, 
Orange Queen, is an early bloomer, often 
showing its large flowers of rich orange 
in late April and continuing in full glory 
during May. It usually blooms again 
during the fall. 

Other varieties of T. europaeus which 
may be obtained include Canary Bird, 
which is usually in bloom with Darwin 
tulips. It bears globes of clear yellow 
on 15- to 18-inch stems. Variety Earliest 
of All is said to be one of the very best 
of the early varieties. The flowers are a 
pure golden yellow and the height the 
same as that of Canary Bird. Excelsior 
is a little taller and has globe-shaped red- 
dish-orange flowers. Eleanor has fine yel- 
low blossoms and is said to bloom all 
summer. 

T. ledebouri and its varieties are, to 
my mind, the loveliest of all. 
very easily grown from seeds.

This trol- 
lius is a very vigorous grower, sending 
up stems three feet tall. The flowers are 
large. three to four inches across. and 
are a dazzling brilliant orange. The blos- 
soms are semi-double with extra rays in 
the center and very prominent anthers 
adding to their beauty. They remind one

T. laxus is rarely found in gardens. 
It is a native of swampy meadows in the 
northeastern states and is sometimes 
grown in rock gardens. 

Trollius cannot be praised too highly. 
They are highly recommended for a mag- 
nificent garden display and for cut flow- 
ers. These most colorful plants should be 
seen more frequently in gardens. If a 
proper selection is made blooms may be

closely as possible. Branches that cross 
over other branches must also be cut 
away. 


ESPALIER FRUIT TREES are not treated 
like. the ordinary fruit tree. 
Because they are grown to take a “cor- 
don” form and size, their pruning must 
be very severe. All the new growth of 
the previous year must be cut back to 
one or two buds, and this makes the tree 
form spurs. Weak growth is also re- 
moved back to the spur. 


type of 


Grapes that are trained to a cordon 
are treated in the same way as the 
espalier fruit trees. When grapes have 
been allowed to ramble, all the new wood 
must be removed. If you want the grapes 
to cover a greater area than they now 
do, allow healthy young growth to grow’ 
and just remove surplus growth. 


IN THE GREENHOUSE. Last month the 
subject of seed pans, soil for seed sowing 
and how and what to sow were covered 
quite thoroughly. This month trans- 
planting of seedlings begins in earnest 
and care of them is just as important as 
the sowing. 


SOIL FOK TRANSPLANTING must contain 
some humus, which can be in the form 
of well rotted manure, but it must not 
contain dry commercial fertilizer. Soil 
for transplanting is more easily handled 
if it has been put through a %-inch 
screen. I like a mixture that is about 
two thirds soil and one third humus. 
The humus can be rotted leaves, manure, 
or material from the compost heap. 
When very heavy soil must be used for 
the transplanting, one or two shovelsful 
of sharp sand per bushel of soil should 
be added. 


THE TYPE OF for trans- 
planting will depend on the number of 
plants that are to be grown. If your 
needs are small and you require less 
than 25 plants, use pots for transplanting 
into. If you will need more than 25 
it would be more satisfactory or prac- 
tical to use flats. In the flats the seed- 
lings should be spaced 114 to 2 inches 
apart in each direction. 

In case you are planning to make your 
own flats, make them only 3 to 31% inches 
deep and be sure the bottom slats are 
far enough apart to permit good drain-

Do not let 
the seedling be hung—that’s what hap- 
pens if an air space is left at the bottom 


of the hole because the soil was not 
pressed down’ sufficiently. After trans- 
planting is completed, water the flats 


and pots quite thoroughly. The seedlings 
require shade until they take hold. 


SEEDS TO START THIS MONTH are such 
annuals lobelia and Browallia speci- 
osa. The lobelia needs to be sown quite 
thickly and when it is transplanted it is 
best to move small clumps rather than 
individual plants. Hunnemannia can go 
in now too, but it likes a little different 
treatment. Sow it in a sandy soil in 
3-inch pots, not flats. Drop just a iew 
into each pot. Do not transplant 
hunnemannia seedlings until time to put 
them out in the garden.

The general rules for seed sowing 
were covered last month.

ONIONS are an important crop in most 
households and are worthy of a little 
extra attention. Sow them quite thickly 
in rows in flats, spacing the rows 2 
inches apart. Do not transplant the 
seedlings until it’s time to plant them 
out in the garden in April, in their 
permanent place. They make stronger, 
sturdier plants in the flats if, when they 
have grown to a height of 5 or 6 inches, 
the tops are sheared off half way. In

seed that is sown directly into the 
garden. 


CLEAN pots. Do you ever have trouble 
with the balls of the plants breaking 
when you try to knock them out for re- 
potting? That happens because the 
roots cling to the sides of the pots, and 
the roots cling because the pot was used 
dirty. Always try to have pots well 
scrubbed inside and out before they are 
reused. If time does not permit scouring 
them, do at least wipe out the inside as 
thoroughly as you can with a piece of 
burlap or other coarse cloth. And don’t 
forget to soak those porous new pots 
before using them. 


FEEDING INDOOR PLANTS. During the 
long dark days of midwinter, the growth 
of plants in the greenhouse or in the 
home is very slow and they cannot as- 
similate much fertilizer. However, as 
the days lengthen they start into more 
active growth, and feeding should again 
become a regular duty. Pulverized sheep 
or cow manure is good for these plants, 
but manure water is the best fertilizer 
of all. Plants that are dry must not 
be fed. Water the dry plants in the 
morning, and do the feeding in the 
afternoon.

“stopping” is usually done in July so that 
the plants will be stocky and produce 
laterals on which the flowers will be 
borne. 


The taller varieties are placed in the 
background, and these will need some 
kind of support. In most cases you can 
use stakes, but care should be taken that 
they do not spoil the decorative effect of 
your garden. Wires also can be used as a 
means of support if your bed is planted 
in rows. This is done by fastening the 
wires to cross arms on posts at the end 
of the bed. By this means one set of 
wires may be raised as the plants con- 
tinue to grow and need more support. We 
use strings tied to the wires so that the 
plant grows in a square space. Usually 
this is enough support. We found, how- 
ever, that when you use wire support, 
better results are obtained if the plants 
are set 12 inches apart. You then have a 
more interesting display. 


ADDITIONAL FEEDING. Summer feeding 
of chrysanthemum plants is advisable 
only when the plant shows signs of poor 


growth. In these cases a quick acting 
fertilizer is used, such as nitrate of soda 


or liquid manure. An excess of nitrogen 
in the summer will cause the plants to 
grow tall and the stems to be weak

work soil all around the roots. Snow, 
ice, freezing, and thawing, in addition to 
wet soil all enter into this problem of 
winter care. A ditch which is dug so that 
the water will drain away from the plants, 
has been used successfully. 

In the spring, new shoots will come 
up around the mother plant, and these 
provide the root stock for your spring 
planting. If you use the plant division 
method, simply take the old plant out 
of the ground and divide it carefully so 
that the new growth is not injured. The 
fibrous roots are left on the new plants. 
These plants may be placed in your gar- 
den after danger of frost is past. If 
propagation is by soft wood cuttings, the 
new growth is cut at the surface of the 
ground with a sharp knife. In the North- 
west this is done in March or April when 
the shoots are three or four inches tall. 
The lower leaves are then removed and 
the cutting placed in a flat of rooting 
medium which is composed of 1/3 part 
sand, ! and 14

CULTURE OF EARLY ENGLISH ’MUMS. 
The cultural method of the early English 
varieties depends somewhat on how you 
want to grow your plants and for what 
purpose you desire to use the flower. If 
you want blooms in sprays, use the cul- 
tural method outlined for Koreans. The 
large exhibition type bloom is produced 
by allowing most of the food strength to 
go into a few buds, rather than into many 
flowers. When this type of flower is de- 
sired start out with this in mind, after 
preparing the soil as outlined. 

The first thing to do is to space the 
plants 18 inches apart in the rows, 
allowing at least 2 feet between rows. 
Next pinch back the plant when it is 
well established, to keep it low and 
bushy. Your exhibition plants should not 
have over four laterals to the plant and, 
of course, take off all side shoots. This 
leaves a single stem. When the buds 
begin to form, select the one which grows 
at the top of the stem or lateral. 


FEEDING AND STAKING. Fertilization 
is important, and applications of an all- 
purpose commercial fertilizer are ap- 
plied once a month, either in liquid form 
or dry, followed by a thorough watering. 
When the buds form, use a liquid manure 
fertilizer every ten days until they show 
color and then stop. Don’t forget to stake 
the plants early so they will not be 
broken by the heavy blooms. Do not al- 
low your chrysanthemum plants to suffer 
from lack of water. Always water so that 
the roots get a good soaking. An all- 
purpose spray, and a nicotine sulphate 
solution should be used every two weeks

In Japan this is a very popular 
lant. It grows in many gardens and is 
ised as a potted plant in many of the 
sublic parks and buildings.

[his type is known for the ease with 
which it may be trained to hang or “cas- 
cade” downward, and there are many gar- 
den effects to be achieved through its 
use with little time and effort.

However, any variety of 
chrysanthemum with a weak neck will 
make a good cascade. These include the 
spoons, spiders and Koreans.

They make lovely bushy plants when 
trained as “standards” and will grow 
ever rock walls. When grown in pots and 
trained, they will make a beautiful dis- 
play for weeks. If you wish to try a few 
cascades, perhaps the best thing is to 
follow the approved method of pot cul- 
ture.’ A soil is made by mixing equal 
parts of garden loam and leafmold and 
well-decayed cow-manure. Add bonemeal. 


TRAINING CASCADES. When the plant is 
about 12 inches tall, it is bent from about 
the middle, and tied to a fairly long No. 
10 gauge galvanized wire which is bent 
at an angle of 45 degrees. The supporting 
wires are pointed north to give the plant 
more light. The plant should be tied with 
soft string or raffia at least once a week. 
All laterals and sub-laterals should be 
pinched at every second or third joint, 
and this continues until September 15. 
Additional wire support will be needed. 
This should be attached to the wire sup- 
porting the main stem. You gradually 
lower the main stem by bending the wire 
until by September 15 it is in a horizontal 
position. When the buds begin to form 
the plant is turned toward the south. 

The plant should be lifted from the 
6-inch pot. and two or three repottinys 
made as the root network requires it. 
The final potting is made about August 
15. Twice a month an application of 
all-purpose commercial fertilizer is made, 
starting in June, and continuing until the 
buds begin to show color. If the buds 
begin to form before August 15, they 
should be removed, for in most cases 
these will be cripples. Your cascade may 
grow several feet in length, and to pre- 
vent damage to the main stem, it should 
be placed on a bench or box, so that it 
may grow downward. I have grown 
cascades over a rock wall and have had 
them in bloom before the fall rains. I 
think it best to start these varieties 
early by taking cuttings in February.

That, in simple terms, is the technique 
of the radioactive “tracer.” It can be 


used in a wide variety of studies. Watch- 
ing the dials of their Geiger counters, 


scientists can tell just where such things 
ingredients, weed-killing 
chemicals, water, hormones, etc., go after 
they have entered a plant. 


as. fertilizer 


These scientists already have learned 
a great many enlightening things. That 
corn plant, for example, with the ears of 
corn in the process of formation shoots 
most of the fertilizer phosphorus right 
into the ears, and it so within a 
few hours. Hence it can be deduced that 
corn about to produce ears may very well 


does 


be phosphorus-hungry. Scientific proof, 
however, demands further investigation. 


Turning these techniques to the study 
of the hormone-type weed-killers, such as 
2.4-D, scientists were able to “watch” the 
hormone enter the plant right through the 
leaves. even when the leaves were cov- 
ered with their waxy substance known as 
cutin. Once inside the plant, the hormone 


substances apparently circulate un- 


changed, rather than forming new com- 
pounds. They concentrate in the buds or 


growing points of the plant and appear 
to do their work there. Why these chemi- 
cals do not seem to injure the grasses, 
however, is still unexplained. 

Another mystery is: Just how do these 
hormone-like substances kill plants? Is 
it because the starch and sugar reserves 
of the plant are fast under 
the whiplash effect of the hormone that 
the plant dies? Is that in itself sufficient 
to prove fatal? Or, if this simply weak- 
ens the plant, is there a process of rot- 
ting or disintegration that sets in at the 
ground level which actually does the kill- 
ing? These are only a few of the eount- 
less problems in plant physiology that 
scientists are currently investigating. 

Radioactive nitrogen has also been 
made to reveal a number of plant secrets.

In fact, if they are taking up nitro- 
gen it takes them less than a minute to 
change over to ammonia if a scientist 
offers them both.

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able information about the intermediate 
products which the nitrogen-fixing bac- 
teria make, and out of these studies may 
come still other new ways of fertilizing. 

Up to this time most of the research 
work has been done with plants that are 
of greatest importance to the welfare of 
mankind, such as cotton, corn, soybeans, 
alfalfa, garden vegetables, and so on. In 
time, however, it can be expected that 
these investigations will also cover the 
various problems relating to garden flow- 
ers, shrubs and house plants that con- 
tinue to mystify gardeners at the present 
time. 

Another absorbing phase of the use of 
radioactive materials is the feasibility of 
irradiating seeds or flowers to produce 
new varieties. This now appears to be a 
field in which progress will have to be 
slow, and in which the techniques of the 
plant breeder, geneticist and cytologist 
will be called upon. 


It has already been demonstrated that, 


by the judicious use of irradiation the 
reproductive cells of plants can be made 
to produce mutations—“sports” or 
“freaks” if you prefer these terms—at a 
much faster rate than they ordinarily 
occur in nature. In fact, as a result of 
these experiments, the question arises 
whether natural mutations are due, at 
least in part, to natural radiations such as 
cosmic rays, natural radioactive 
and so on. 


gases, 


Most such mutations, whether natural 
or man-made, however, are “downhill.” 
For instance, instead of producing roses 
as big as bushel baskets in our experi- 
ments, we are much more likely to get 
sickly little plants, due to the fact that 
in their altered states the mechanisms of 
heredity in the plants are not able to 
function properly. For the present, there- 
fore, it can be assumed that the old fa- 
miliar methods of plant breeding will 
continue to make the better showing. But 
in the future . 

Another phase of atomic research in 
agriculture that has caused a great deal 
of excitement has to do with “atomic 
fertilizers’—more specifically fertilizers 
containing small amounts of radioactive 
substances. Since all soils are naturally 
radioactive, at a very low level—as, in

fact, all natural substances appear to be 

-it has been suggested that perhaps this 
radioactivity is essential to the growth 
and fruiting of plants. From this it has 
been inferred that perhaps by slightly 
increasing the level of radioactivity in 
the soil we might get bigger yields or 
better products. Needless to say, such 
slight increases in the radioactivity of 
soil would not make it harmful to human 
beings or animals.

Agriculture does not feel it can recom- 
mend so-called “radioactive fertilizers.” 
One thing about all these investigations 


is sure. Before very long we will all 
have to learn a great deal more about 
radioactivity, just as our parents and 


grandparents had to learn about electric- 
ity. We will learn about the mild alpha 


particles. the zippy beta particles. the 
hard-hitting gamma rays,:and we will 


learn how to use all these. 

Industry will find radioactive tracer 
and radioautograph techniques highly 
useful in the continuous striving for more 
efficient production. Agriculture will be- 
come more productive at a time when the 
growth of the human race will demand it. 
Someday we shall depend upon chain- 
reaction piles as intimately as we now de- 
pend upon electric powerhouses. 

By initiating the atomic age, it may be 
said, man has provided a testing ground 
that may determine his ability to survive 
or his right to survival. Dinosaurs be- 
came extinct, you might say. because they 
didn’t learn how to build fires and knit 
sweaters to protect themselves from an 
ice age. Whether man will survive the 
atomic age which he himself has inaugu- 
rated, or whether as a result of it he will 
become an interesting assortment of 
relics and fossils, will depend upon how 
fast we can learn to get along with each 
other. We have in our hands a means of 
wiping ourselves out in a most efficient 
manner, but we also have the power to 
benefit ourselves to a degree that today 
can scarcely be imagined. The choice is 
entirely our own.

show spike. 


Lavender, Purple and Violet 


Biur Boy (Butt), in the 478 class, is 
one of the best blues ‘ have ever seen 
grown. 

Wepcwoop, in the 300 class, a ruffled 
blue-lavender, has a certain style that 
makes spikes of this variety distinctive 
and appealing. 

Lapy Marian, a rose lavender, has 
gained in favor with me since 1947, A 
tall grower, I have seen spikes open up 
to ten large. nicely placed florets. It will 
take punishment and generally seems to 
be at its best after standing in water 24 


to 36 hours. The color and general ap- ° 


pearance lend themselves to the florists’ 
trade. 

DorotHy ARMsTRONG (Beardmore), 
with ruffled, fluted florets. is an excellent 
addition to the purple class.

The parade has passed, beautiful gladi- 
olus all, and yet the latest introductions 
have yet to win the honors that time alone 
has bestowed upon those that still hold 
their heads high in any field or show. Per- 
haps it may prove too bold to attempt two 
shortened lists of favorites,—the new and 
the old—but in the interest of the flower 
lover who is to make his first venture into 
gladiolus growing, I shall risk it. And 
I shouldn’t wish to wager which group 
will win most coveted honors at the 1949 
shows!

patriotic color scheme. 

Much has been written in the his- 
tories of Mexico about the carpets of 
flowers. There was a time when it was 
said that the streets of Coyoacan were 
lined with these carpets on_ special 
This is fast becoming 
a lost art, but floral carpets still may be 
seen at various times of the year, espe- 
cially the latter part of October at the 
Guadalupe Shrine. Indians come from 
great distances bringing their materials 
and at midnight the work is begun. On 
bended knees brilliant hued flowers and 
colored sawdust are blended into beau- 
tiful patterns as an expression of devo- 
tion to Mexico’s patron saint. 

The marigold is the flower of the dead 
and the yellow-orange of its petals is 
the primitive color used for funeral or 
memorial services. Wreaths and crosses 
are fashioned of these flowers today just 
as they were in primitive times. Crosses 
may also be made of white and purple 
dyed grasses, and this type is popular 
in small villages. The use of purple 
and white, which is an influence of the 
church, is growing in popularity. 

Decorations to represent the sun and 
moon are made of the tender stalks of 
the maguey plant and are used for dec- 
oration of the church at Easter and 
Christmas in many of the pueblos. 

On Corpus Christi Day, flower-dec- 
orated toy mules are sold. These “muli- 
tas” are made of reeds, banana leaves, 
or corn husks by the natives of the Fed- 


eral District, and’ the “guacales,” or 
crates, that the mules carry on their 


backs are laden with small cakes, toys, 
fruits and flowers. The significance of 
the custom dates back countless years 
to a time when the Viceroy distributed 
food to the poor from the guacales car- 
ried by the mules in his procession. 

In love, flowers have always played 
an important role, for they are consid- 
ered symbolic of emotions. For instance, 
a little bouquet of forget-me-nots carried 
the message that its name implies. Red 
carnations meant “I love you with pas- 
sion.” The message of a bunch of pansies 
was: “I think of you.” Unfortunately, 
all love does not run smoothly, and after 
a quarrel, if the girl sent a yellow 
flower, it was to say, “We are through. 
I reject you.” A gentleman would never 
send a yellow flower. If it were he who 
wished to terminate the bethrothal he 
would, with courtesy, furnish the young 
lady with a motive to “give him cala- 
bazas” (squash). 

Woven florist baskets were not in use 
at the old Kiosko (flower pavilion), but 
flower basket forms were fashioned of 
tree branches and in these were very 
stylized arrangements.

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represent the sun, shown in one of the 
accompanying illustrations, is typical of 
styles a hundred years ago. It is still 
made at the San Juan flower market, 
which has replaced the old Kiosko. 
For many years the bride’s bouquet 
was of orange blossoms, significant of 
her virtue. In some parts of Mexico, 
and at some seasons of the year, the 
fresh blossoms were unobtainable. 
Rather than substitute other white flow- 
ers, artificial orange blossoms were used. 


| The bridal bouquet, together with the 


veil, was later framed. 

Twenty-five years ago the bride rode 
to her wedding in a carriage lined with 
white satin and elaborately decorated 
with flowers. Even the horse’s reins 
were garlanded with white flowers. This 
custom has not vanished, but has merely 
been adapted to the horseless carriage. 

It was from the Indian that the Span- 
iard took the idea of decorated candles 
and developed it into a very lovely art. 
In the 17th century nuns made flowers 
and feathers of molded wax. With “co- 
pal,” a transparent resin, these ornaments 
were glued to the candles. 
inal use was as a church ornament on 
Holy Thursday, but they were later used 
for weddings, first communions and im- 
portant church festivals. 
cities it has practically become a lost 
art, due to the time and patience re- 
quired to make them. 

As far back as we have been able to 
trace, flowers have been used in the 
decoration of the Mexican home. The 
method of their arrangement, has, how- 
ever, undergone great change over the 
years. The first and most popular way 
of using flowers was to place them in a 
container with little regard for color, 
line or texture, solely for the enjoyment 
of the intrinsic beauty of the flowers or 
the sentiment which they held. Then 
there was what might be called the Vic- 
torian arrangement, so suitable for the 
many homes filled with antiques of that 
period. At the time of Maximilian and 
Carlotta, French decoration became pop- 
ular, and in their lovely vases from 
France, Mexican women arranged their 
flowers. 

In 1932 the Mexico City Garden Club 
was formally organized. This club was 
not only a pioneer in spreading enthusi- 
asm for artistic flower arrangement, but 
it has done much to introduce new and 
better varieties of plants and vegetables 
to this country. With Mexico’s abund- 
ance and variety of flowers at all sea- 
sons, members of the club have excelled 
as flower arrangers and have been an 
inspiration to those who have passed 
their way. Their influence is reflected 
directly or indirectly in the development 
of the arjistic

Meet the Author 
ITA LOU DEAN is an American 


living in Mexico. During the war she 
taught classes on flower arrangement at 
Universidad Feminina Mexicana as well 
as in her own home and lectured, in 
Spanish, at Almacen Atoyac to an audi- 
ence that increased from 250 to 500 
women. In addition to writing for the 
magazine Negro y Blanco y Labores, 
which has a wide circulation in Mexico, 
and Central and South America, she 
took on numerous decorating jobs. 

In February 1946, Mrs. Dean con- 
ducted the Second International School 
of Flower Arrangement which was held 
in Mexico City.

Find- 
ings were verified by old-timers, priests, 
folklore authorities, florists, historians, 
and artists such as Rivera and Covar- 
tubias. The program was a great success 
and, although she frequently was asked 
to repeat it, the time involved and the 
high financial cost prevented this. It is 
a condensed version of this program 
which appears in her article in FLOWER 
GROWER this month.

of white waxy substance it is rather dif- 
ficult to wet with spray materials. The 
adult white fly is a small, white winged 
insect about 1/16 inch long. The insects 
in younger stages, which are wingless 
and greenish white, may be found under 
the leat along with numerous small black 


bedies which are actually parasitized 
young. A tiny insect parasite punctures 


and inserts its eggs in the body of the 
young white fly, which, in turn, becomes 
blackened and dies. 

White fly is especially troublesome on 
fuchsia, geranium, begonias, and a num- 
ber of other house plants. One of the 
most practical ways of killing them is 
washing the plants weekly with soap- 
suds, which should be washed off with 
clear water afterward. Washing plants 
under a tap will gradually thin out an 
infestation of white flies but this takes a 
lot of persistence. These washes kill few 
if any adults but will destroy the wing- 
less young and interrupt the life cycle. 

A dip made of one tablespoon of nico- 
tine sulfate and one teaspoon of Dreft 


to a gallon of warm water will aid 
greatly in controlling this pest. The 
adult flies are not all killed but the 


younger stages will be controlled. Re- 
peated applications will eliminate all 
the white flies. 


Rep sper. Of the mites that are 
troublesome on house plants, the two- 
spotted or red spider mite is the most 
commen. Red spiders are tiny, being 
smaller than a pinhead when full grown. 
They thrive in a warm, dry situation. The 
use of clear water as a syringe is one of 
the most effective control measures. An 
infestation of red spider mite in the ad- 
vanced stages will be well covered with 
webbing, but even this webbing can be 
syringed off with little difficulty. 
Syringing the plant with a jet of water 
helps in ridding the plant of both eggs 
and adults. 


CYCLAMEN MITES are also troublesome 
on some house plants, especially African 
violets, geranium, and some _ begonias. 
The signs of their presence are usually 
curled leaves, extreme hairiness on the 
younger leaves of African violets and de- 
formed younger leaves and of 
begonia and geranium. Cyclamen mites 
are tiny and near the color of 
leaves that they are difficult to see even 
with the aid of a hand lens. They work, 
for the most part, inside the terminal 
buds, before they,unfold. Very little

folding leaves and flowers to be de- 
formed. 

Before the advent of sodium selenate, 
there was no practical control for 
cyclamen mite. Even sodium selenate, 
which is watered into the soil in a dilute 
solution, must be applied very carefully 
to avoid injury to plants. The sodium 
selenate is taken up by the plant roots, 
translocated to the tops where it poisons 
the plant sap and kills the mites or other 
plant pests. 

Sodium selenate is a deadly poison so 
must be handled with extreme care. The 
house plant dosage safest to use is one 
gram of pure sodium selenate to three 
gallons of water. Use only enough of 
this dilute solution to wet the ball of 
soil thoroughly. Never let the pot stand 
in an excess of the solution. Remove 
house plants from direct sun while treat- 
ing them. Never use sodium selenate as 
a spray or get the solution on plant 
foliage. Three waterings at three to four- 
week intervals will give a gradual build- 
up of sodium selenate in the plant with 
least danger of injury. 

There are a number of insects and 
lower animals to be found in the soil. 
These include sow bugs, slugs, mille- 
pedes, earthworms, springtails and sev- 
eral others. Some of these may come to 
the surface when a plant is watered. For 
the most part they do not harm plants. 
Part of these are eliminated by water- 
ing with a DDT solution such as is 
used for dipping or spraying plants. 
Earthworms can best be eliminated by 
locating and pulling them from the ball 
of soil when it is moist. In new potting 
soil almost all these pests can be elim- 
inated by baking the soil in an oven 
from 182° to 200° long enough to cook 
a large-sized potato. In baking the soil 
it is best to spread it out in pans in 
depths of one inch or slightly more. 

During one winter season the indoor 
gardener may have to contend with one 
or all of the pests mentioned. Accurate 
identification, prompt action and _per- 
sistance are all necessary in combatting 
these house plant enemies.

ARDENING on the West Coast is 
going forward with swift strides. Sea- 
soned gardeners are more eager than 

ever to try something new, amateurs are 
enthusiastically struggling with unac- 
customed problems, specialists are delv- 
ing deeper into their chosen fields and 
the newcomer is learning that California 
is not the answer to the lazy gardener’s 
prayer. 

These newcomers, flabbergasted by 
unfamiliar climates, are the ones most 
in need of a helping hand. Some of them 
are taking to the deserts and the coastal 
sand dunes, where gardening is still at 
the kindergarten stage, because they 
can find nowhere else to live. Each of 
these geographical belts has its own 
climate, calling for its special set of 
plants and many a gardener’s downfall 
comes from trying to grow, in the new 
home, something he grew before in an 
utterly unlike place. 

The amateur enters the world of plants 
slowly at first, with a peep here and a 
peep there, and after a round of experi- 
mental months he usually knows whether 
he wants to get along with a few com- 
monplace plants or whether he will sink 
deeper and commit himself to the de- 
lights and woes of a more intensive type 


of gardening. All types of gardeners add 
to the gaiety of nations but here is a 
paragraph of hints for those who are on 
the eve of starting a simple garden which 
they hope won’t turn out exactly like 
their neighbor’s. 

The beginning gardener is easy prey 
to the sheep-like tendency and to a 
thoughtlessness which does violence to 
good taste. Work out your own prob- 
lems; consider what you have to function 
with and what it is that you want. Weigh 
the comparative values of lawn and ter- 
race, find out which views you would 
like to open up and which features to 
retain. Do you value privacy? Are there 
children to demand a play place? 

People on the Pacific Coast live out- 
doors a great deal and as it is possible 
to have color in the garden the year 
round they like to be able to enjoy their 
gardens from inside as well as from out- 
side. This has given rise to a form of 
gardening which includes the house and 
in which garden and house are unified. 

Because you are accustomed to seeing 
house foundations chunked about with 
evergreen shrubs do not feel that you 
must do the same.

self respecting house foundation is noth- 
ing to be ashamed of, and need not be 
treated as a disgrace. Let there be 
a usable area of grass, or flagging, or 
stepping stones and groundcovers, a lit- 
tle distance from a windowy side of the 
house. Place a tree or more on the 
outer side of this area, where it can be 
enjoyed from the inside as well as from 
cutdoors. Ponder well the question of 
just what the tree is to be. It must be 
in scale—a small tree for the small 
house, a larger one for the sizable 
cottage. . 

If year-round shade is wanted put in 
an evergreen with spreading branches; 
if you need winter sun use a deciduous 
tree. A flowering crab, flowering cherry 
or, in a temperate climate, a bauhinia, 
each trained to one trunk, could be con- 
sidered. Before buying your tree be 
sure you know its ultimate growth and 
that it is suited to your soil and climate. 
If you are not sure what plants you 
would like to grow next to the house 
and on the outer side of this outdoor 
living room, throw in the seed of some 
annual until you have scouted around 
enough to make up your mind. 

Grow your house climbers on a trellis 
which can be removed when the house 
needs painting and never allow these 
ascending things to become thick and 
shapeless. Watch them from the begin- 
ning, letting them start out on their job 
of providing tracery and not chunk, by 
reducing the number of stems. When 
you have decided on your shrubs and 
perennials, get small plants, even at the 
risk of looking a bit bare for the first 
year. You will never regret this for in 
the end small plants outstrip older, pot- 
bound ones; and they will look as though 
they really belonged instead of having 
been brought in like last mmute guests.

February in 


Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


ARMER weather and_= sunshine 

bring more garden work each day 

and more flowers in the borders to 
give joy after winter’s cold. Heavy 
plantings continue until late March. 
Get your shrubs and trees planted, both 
deciduous and evergreen, and then look 
out for the perennials and annuals for 
later bloom. From the mountains of 
North Carolina and Virginia and Ten- 
nessee, south to the tip of Florida and 
west along the Gulf Coast to the Missis- 
sippi and on to Texas and Oklahoma, 
spring work calls to us. The planting 
range is too long to cover and too varied 
to be easily listed, but most of the 
plantings we give you are worthy of trial 
in the whole geographic South. The 
only difference is in the date of blooming 
time and not in the kinds of plants. 


ROSES ARE THE FIRST CARE of the 
month. As soon as the leaf buds begin 
to show, pruning is indicated. Hybrid 
teas and perpetuals need heavy pruning 
leaving only the strong canes, and not 
toe many. Floribundas and polyanthas 
should be pruned into shape so that the 
clusters of flowers will cover the plant. 
Take out dead wood everywhere. 


WELL ROTTED COMPOST is the favored 
fertilizer. Use freely but do not let it 
touch the stems as it will burn them. 


DEAD woop ONLY should be removed 
from the climbers of all kinds. Do not 
cut them back. After the flowers have 
faded remove each one and those which 
are supposed to bloom only once a year 
will flower again. This is true of the 
Paul’s Scarlet, Mary Wallace, Dou- 
bloons, and others. 


Do NOT PRUNE the tea roses or the 
Bourbons, Bengal or China roses or the 
Briers and Damask. The Austrian Brier 
and Harison’s yellow are like these 
others and will die if they are cut back. 


THE CHINQUAPIN ROSE (Rosa_ rox- 
burghi microphylla) is a fine old rose 
that blooms freely from time to time 
if the blooms are cut as they fade and 
it also must be left severely alone. For- 
get your pruning shears when you pass 
all of these by. A very important note. 


Conirers need tip-shearing this month 
to keep them green from the outside 
branches to the central stem. Go over 
them very carefully and keep them sym- 
metrical in shape and healthy from tip 
to toe.

account of the cold can go on now. See 
the January issue for instructions and 
materials to use. 


PERENNIALS AND ANNUALS for summer 
bloom can be seeded in the boxes now. 
Petunias, verbenas and the rust resistant 
snapdragon are fine additions to the sum- 
mer scene, 


CRAPEMYRTLES (Lagerstroemia in- 
dica) in white and rose and carmine 
with clusters of rich flowers all summer 
can be planted now and those already 
growing should be pruned heavily at this 
season, 


Macno.ias, both evergreen and de- 
ciduous, along with the soft wooded 
trees like the hollies and dogwoods and 
that fine shade tree Liriodendron tulipi- 
fera, the tulip tree, should be’ put out 
at once. The maples (the Acer family) 
should also be planted for their quick 
growth and fine autumn foliage. Acer 
palmatum atropurpureum is the small 
brilliant red tree of the eastern shores 
but in this section it turns a yellowish 
red in summer and in fall comes into 
its own again. The Acer rubrum is 
also a larger and wider plant but shows 
the rich color in the fall and is well 
worth a place in the garden. 





EARLY sHRuBS that have finished flow- 
ering should be pruned at once. The 
early honeysuckle (Lonicera fragrantis- 
sima) and the jasmines Jasminum nudi- 
florum and the primrose (Jasminum 
primulinum) are rank growers and 
pruning now will keep them in line. 


GET YOUR BOxwoops fertilized and 
pruned now. Save the cuttings and 
plant them in rows for future beauty. 
First dip them in a rooting powder so 
99 out of 100 will grow right on. Both 
the true English dwarf box, Buxus suf- 
fruticosa, and the tree box, Buxus 
sempervirens) will need care now. 


TIME OUT FOR GARDEN JOY means to 
see the lovely early azaleas with the 
finest of camellias getting ready for the 
camellia shows.

native plants. There is Rancho Santa 
Ana Botanic Garden at Anaheim in 
which you can see concentrated plant- 
ings of wild flowers and tramp miles 
of trail where plants grow as nature 
would place them. Santa Barbara Bo- 
tanic Garden features a wild strawberry 
meadow and a_ delightful ceanothus 
(wild lilac) garden containing many of 


tthe hundred or more species and vari- 


eties possible for garden use. You can 
learn a lot from poking round in the 
Botanic Garden connected with the Uni- 
versity of California at Westwood and 
situated on the college campus. Ask 
for Donald Woolley who will accommo- 
date by handing out information about 
his charges in the world of plants. 


California Fog Belt 


Strangely enough gardeners in the fog 
belt stand a better chance of succéss 
with some of the many hundreds of 
South African heaths than they do with 
the European ericas which live such 
joyous lives in the northwest, but, when 
you think of drought in spite of fog and 
of winters that are never cold, this is not 
so strange after all. The trick is to 
get hold of these spectacular things 
because they are so seldom seen in gar- 
dens that nurserymen have few calls 
for them. The only way to nail them, 
I have found, is by a painful process, 
shopping around and around. It is 
curious that, though these heaths do 
better in the fog belt than they do ih 
southern California, the southern Cali- 
fornian nurseries carry the largest assort- 
ment. I have had such joy from them 
that I now drag home any South African 
erica I can lay hands on. My best ones 
came from seed imported from Africa. 


Pacifie Northwest 


More about European ericas. North- 
west nurseries are now carrying splendid 
collections of named varieties of Calluna 
vulgaris (Erica vulgaris), E. ciliaris, E. 


vagans and E. cinerea: These bloom 
from June into the autumn. Calluna 


vulgaris var. H. E. Beale is a double 
pink and C, v. Else Frye a double white. 
The flowers of calluna are borne thickly

Iberis Saxatilis 


HAVE long sought a commercial 

source of supply for my favorite tiny 
shrublet, Iberis saxatilis, in the form that 
I like it best, and was rewarded this 
morning when I went carefully through 
the current catalogue of Mitchell 
Nurseries, Barre, Vermont. As you prob- 
ably know, if you have tried to grow the 
rock candytuft from seeds, you usually 
get a 5- to 8-inch plant of the nature of 


I. sempervirens. The plant I want to 


mention is nothing like that. It never 
gets over 2 inches tall, though it may 


spread out to a foot or more across as 


the woody branches follow along the 
surface of the soil.- It is an impatient 


little creature, always greeting the first 
warm days of spring with an explosion of 
snow-white cross-flowers. It is, in fact, so 
impatient that a warm period, such as 
we had last December, means a pretty 
little show of white where the rock candy- 
tuft has been given a home. 


Blue-Eyed Mary 


I SHALL always feel deeply indebted 
to the late Louise Beebe Wilder for 


good advice so freely given, but never 
more than when she wrote enthusias- 


tically about blue-eyed Mary: “The most 


friendly and ingratiating modest crea- 
ture, a child of April, offering lovely 
sprays of forget-me-nots, bluer, indeed, 


than these, in generous freedom.” I 
found it to be just as lovely as she fore- 
told and just as amiable, asking for no 
more than a leafy soil in part shade 
and some watering if the garden is dry. 
There it will spread into pleasing mats, 
over which dangle the blue or white 
flowers, as the case may be, on 6- to 8- 
inch stems, in early spring. N. A. Hal- 
lauer, Webster, New York, has both the 
blue and the equally lovely white forms.
